Purpose of Inquiry. 

The inquiry is designed to make 
a thorough exploration of holiing 
companies and investment trusts, 
behind which the real ownership 
and control of the railroads is 
largely hidden. The authortzing 
resolution not only empowers the 
committee to summon the officers 
of all such corporations, but also 
to require the production of their 
books and records. 

In advocating adoption of the 
resolution yesterday Rayburn de- 
clared it was manifestly impoasi- 
ble for Congress to legislate intelli- 
gently on railroad consolidation 
until it discovers who owns the 
roads. Since there is no competi- 
tion in rates, he said, the public 
stands to gain only by competition 
in service. Where two or more 
roads are seoretly owned by the 
Same financial interests. there 
would be no genuine competition 
among them. 

The action of the Republican 
leaders in consenting to allow a 
vote on the resolution is attrib- 
utable to the fact that there is se- 
rious Opposition In the House to 
the consolidation pian tentatively 
advanced by the Interstate Com- 
merce Comniission.

Prof. Reed’s View. 

It has been the thought of Prof. 
Thomas H. Reed, the expert en- 
gaged in directing formulation of 
the Governmental merger, that 
prosecuting and . judicial func- 
tions should of necessity be con- 
sidered together. However, yester- 
day’s action-did not smack of dis- 
sension, but rather of eagerness to 
debate the problem. At Donnell’s 
suggestion it was agreed to have 
public legal aid considered by the 
committee. It was pointed out that 
the Council's Public Safety Com- 
mittee would consider the genera! 
question of metropolitan police 
protection. 

Prof. Reed, telling the Justice 
Committee of the various possible 
actions about the judicial circuits, 
added that it might be found de- 
sirable to improve the organization 
of the minor courts of civil and 
criminal jurisdiction. The lower 
courts, he declared, have more s0- 
cial significance than the higher 
and come in contact with more 
persons. Even if no change in the 
judicial circuits is desired, he went 
on, the metropolitan plan must 
make some mention of them to 
prevent them from being merged 
auntomatically. He called attention 
to the fact that the whole plan 
would be authorized under a con- 
stitutional amendment, a means by 
which as many changes as wished 
from the present state of affairs 
could be accomplished legally.

Asks G. B. Cortelyou if | 


He Gave His Approval. —

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26,—-In an 


open letter to George B. Cortelyou, 
chairman of the Joint Committee 
of National Utility Associations, 
sometimes called the Power Trutt, 
Judson King, director of the Na- 
tional Popular Government League, 
has demanded to know whether 
Cortelyou approved the defense of 
Bernard F. Weadock, counsel for 
the committee, that the electrical 
utilities had been forced ‘to much 
of their propoganda by ‘agencies 
seeking to disrupt and socialize the 
industries of the country. 

“Your great fame as Secretary 
of the Treasury under President 
Roosevelt,” King wrote,” “and 
your individual efforts in béhalf 
of the conservation movement, 
which remains a glorious tradi- 
lion of the Rooseveltian era, was 
gn assurance to the people that 
they would be given reliable in- 
formation on which to base opin- 
ions ,.upon the solution of many 
vexing utility problems. 

“Two years have passed, 
tory has been made. It is now 
gkermane to inquire, without of- 
fensive personalities, into the tac- 
tics employed by your associates 
and subordinates tn carrying out 
your pledge to treat the American 
people with candor and tell them 
that truth.” . 

King declared the Power Trust 
had better than a 100 to 1 ad- 
vantage over the four liberal or- 
ganizations named in Weadock’'s 
defense before the Federal Trade 
Con:mission. 


Details of Income. 


“The income of the <= National 
Popular Government League,” King 
stated, . “derived whélly trom 
membership dues and. voluntary 
contributions, has been around 
$10,000 a year. I do not know, but 
I doubt if the combined annual 
income of al! four organizations 
has far exceeded, if at.all, a total 
of $50,000. I doubt if the annual 
income of the National Socialist 
party named in your indictment ex- 
ceeds $50,000. 

“The evidence secured by the 
Federal ‘Trade Commission will 
show that in point of organization, 
machinery, men, equipment and 
money, the fighting strength of the 
private utilities would eclipse this 
showing by more than 100 to 1, 
locai, State and national. Common 
sense, if not modesty, would pre- 
vent acceptance of the compliment 
implied by the association that we 
are the cause of such prodigious 
efforts on the part of the industry.” 

King declared that in view of 
the fact that Weadock had a diffi- 
cult case to present to the Trade 
Commission, there was nothing 
left for him to do except to ae- 
cept the advice of Rob Roy Mc- 
Gregor, one of Samuel Insull’s pub- 
licity men, who, when asked how 
to deal with an opponent favoring 
public ownership, replied, “My idea 
would be not to try logic or reason, 
but to try to pin the bolshevist 
idea on my Opponent.’ 

The Weadock exhibits, King 
pointed out, were “old stuff.” The 
Conference for Progressive Politi- 
cal Action, he said, was  discon- 
tinued in 1924. One exhibit, he 
continued, was issued in 1914. 

“Flouting of Commission.” 

“Mr. Weadock is too good a law- 
yer,” said King, “not to have 
known that th’ alleged ‘evidence’ 
could not and would not be admit- 
ted to record. It is hard to escape 
the conclusion that his effort was 
a deliberate attempt to use the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission as a pub- 
licity hook upon which to hang an- 
other ‘red seare’ to impress Con- 
gress and the country. It was a 
disgraceful flouting of the commis- 
sion. Had this been a court of jus- 
tice, Mr. Weadock would doubt!>ss 
have been promptly haled for con- 
tempt of court for giving the re- 
jected material to the press. 

“Probably also those who initi- 
ated this coup had another pur- 
pose. This evidence can be false- 
ly used by utility propagandists— 
and there are thousands of them— 
all over the nation in speeches and 
in private conversations to discredit 
the investigation on the alleged 
ground that the commission re- 
fused to admit in evidence materia! 
which would prove the claims of 
the utilities as to their purity of 
motive and rectitude of conduct.” 

Commenting on the, charge that

Arthur Rump, Who Earns Own 
Living, Cheerfui About His 
Latest Operation. 


If Arthur Rump ever loses con- 
trol of the muscles that enable him 
to smile, he will consider he has 
struck a run of bad luck. The 55- 
year-old former postal clerk, known 
as the “chainpion optimist,” whe 
has been bed-ridden for 20 years 
because of an iniury received at 
work, can wriggle the thumb of his 
left hand, open his jaw about half 
an inch, see out of one eye, and 
smile. That is all. 

He wag smiling yesterday when 
he told’ a’reporter of an operation 
performed 10 days ago when sev- 
eral] inches of skin were taken 
from his chest ana grafted over 
the place where his right eye was 
until last November. The eye was 
removed because of a malignant 
growth. 

Rump apologized because the 
conversation dealt so largely with 
his infirmities. “I don't often talk 
like this,” he said, “but, of course, 
you want the information. I’m not 
badly off. Give me time and I can 
name 25 people in St. Louis who 
are in worse shape than I am.” 

His sister telephoned during the 
reporter's visit and Rump’s nurse 
pushed a speciaily constructed tele- 
phone to his bed and placed the 
ear-piece at his nead. The sister 
had just learned of the skin graft- 
ing Operation. “No, | didn’t tell 
you about it,” Rump said. “I didn't 
want to bother you. You have 
troubles of your own.” He urged 
her not to come to see him until 
the weather moderated, 

Ankylosis which ‘developed from 
a spinal injury has made it impos- 
sible for Rump to move his body 
for the last 20 vears. He has sup- 
ported himself by soliciting mag- 
azine subscriptions and selling in- 
surance by telephone. His disability 
compensation from the Govern- 
ment, until recently $60 a month, 
has been increased to $117. From 
these sources of income he sup- 
ported himself and his wife until!

Although he sold his home at 
4442 Lindel! boulevard shortly after 
his retirement from active busi- 
ness, in 1913, and induiged his life 
long hobby of traveling, he con- 
tinued to regard himself as a St. 
Louisan and spent a part of each 
year here. Mr. and Mrs. Crawford 
were in St. Louis in December. 

Funeral services will be held at 
the Madison Avenue Methodist 
Church, New York, and burial will 
take place at Pepperell, Mass. his 
widow’s birthplace, where he mala- 
tained a summer home. 

Mr. Crawford, who was born In 
Ossining, N. Y., the son of the 
Rev. M. D’C Crawford, began his 
business career as a clerk in 2&8 
wholesale men’s furnishing estab- 
lishment in New York in 1868. He 
was graduated from the College of 
the City of New York in 1875; 
taught school for two years; trav- 
eled abroad for four years and 
then was connected for one year 
with the Yale Observatory, at New 
Haven. . 

In 1883 he became associated 
with the New York dry goods firm 
of James McCreery & Co. and re- 
mained with them until three 
years after his marriage, in 1886, 
coming to St. Louis and purchas- 
ing an interest in the Scruggs, Va»- 
dervort & Barney Dry Goods Co. 
He became president in 1905 and 
served in that capacity until his 
retirement in 1913. Officials of the 
company said he was heavily in- 
terested in the store at the time of 
his death, 

During his 14 years of active 
business in St. Louis Mr. Crawford 
was elected to membership in nu- 
merous business and social organ- 
izaticns and was a director of the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition. At 
one tine he also was president of 
the St. Louis Symphony Society. 

He was one of the founders of 
Grace Methodist Church and in 
1920 visited the central European 
countries as a member of a com- 
mittee appointed by the Methodist 
Episcopal Church to survey condi- 
tions there preparatory to allocat- 
ing the foreign mission budget. 
Previously, in 1901, he was delegate 
to the Ecumenical Council of 
Methodism in London. He was a 
trustee of Ohio Wesleyan Univer- 
sity, a Methodist institution. 

It is related that when Mr. Craw- 
tord first came to St. Louis he kept 
horses for his presonal use and was 
an enthusiastic driver: However, 
he was one of the first St. Louisans 
io turn from horses to automobiles. 
When he purchased his first motor 
car, the vehicle wus regarded as a 
novelty in St. Louis. 

A telegram from Mrs. Mitchell 
to friends in St. Louis stated that 
the body would pass through this 
city en route to New York. The 
widow and daughter are the only 
immediate relatives surviving.

MUSIC 
Szell’s Debut 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 


EORGE SZELL, general di- 
G rector of the German opera at 

Prague, made his American 
debut yesterday afternoon at the 
Odeon when he led the local or- 
chestra thgrough a program made 
up of Weber’s “Oberon” overture, 
Paul Hindemith’s Concerto for or- 
chestra and Tschaikowsky’s E Mi- 
nor Symphony. 

Despite the inclusion of the 
Tschaikowsky opus it was not the 
sort of program a conductor would 
deliberately choose if he were 
looking for an easy conquest over 
a strange audience. The Hindemith 
Concerto, which was played here 
for the first time, has certain defi- 
nite virtues for a listener who is 
willing to make the effort invoived 
in bringing his mind to. a sharp 
focus. but it is not easily assimilat- 
ed. The person who demands 
that music be introduced into his 
system by intravenous injection 
may conceivably look upon it as 
an assemblage of miscellaneous 
and unassociated sounds with no 
musical significance whatever. 


A 
Yet the ovation accorded Mr. 


Szell at the close of his concerto 
was a fervid one and _ indicated 
something more than a mere polite 
friendliness. The audience liked 
him. And while most of this 
warmth was. due to the Tschai- 
kowsky symphony, which is al- 
ways the same old loliypop no 
matter how well played, it also be- 
trayed a certain open-mindedness 
regarding the concerto. 
“Oberon” Stiff; Academic. 

The new conductor started things 
with the “Oberon” overture, which 
for a number of reasons sounded 
stiff and academic. The concerto 
on the contrary was delivered with 
all the vitality of movement and 
strength of rhythm that the com- 
poser specifically asked for, plus a 
notable plasticity. The perfor- 
mance was a credit to both the 
players, on whom it imposed much 
more than the usual difficulties, 
arid the conductor. 

Before beginning the Hindemith 
number, Mr. Szell made a short 
speech, in which he asked his hear- 
ers to listen with thefr hearts as 
well as their ears. What he got 
was a polite silence, which fasted 
not only while the concerto was be- 
ing played, but for several seconds 

after it was over. The audience 

then offered a tentative sprig of 
laurel in the form of a light show- 
er of handclapping. ,

a quick decision, it left a number

mony—so much so that its dis- 
sonances do not create the same 
shock as those of cther less daring 
works—end each voice moves free- 
ly through a 12-tone scale. But 
while the sense of a prevailing 
tonality is never stréng, the music 
is kept from going atonal by the 
recurrence of certain thematic ma- 
terial which carries a key associa- 
tion. The composition also has a 
strong. and steady pulse, which 
tends to hold the voices together 
despite the constant war of tonal- 
ities. 


New Color Combinations. 


Whatever the ultimate fate of 
this concerto and however doubt- 
ful one may be about Hindemith’s 
approach to music, it is unques- 
tionably the work of a master. Its 
firm tines give one a decided feel- 
ing of mental satisfaction and it 
has certain other characteristics 
which may conceivably play an 
important part in the music of the 
future. Foremost among these 
are new and fascinating color com- 
binations. 

The ‘Tschaikowsky symphony 
was valuable principally because it 
enabled one to get a reasonably 
clear view of the new conductor's 
style. In this, more than in the 
concerto since it was more fa- 
miliar, he revealed a feeling for\ 
musical construction that denoted 
the thoroughgoing scholar. But 
before any one gets the idea that 
Szell is in any since pedantic let 
me add that his emotional equip- 
ment is apparently adequate to all 
occasions. 


His Tschaikowsky certainly suf- 
fered from no lack of color or 
dynamic force but there was al- 
ways a predetermination of the fit- 
ness of such effects. A delicate 
consideration of phrase and line 
and occasion original touches—in- 
cinding a much needed cut of 106 
measures in the last movement—- 
indicated that Mr. Szell had made 
a fresh and searching study of the 
symphony. 

All In all the new conductor got 
away to a favorable start. If first 
impressions count for anything he 
is a forceful musical personality 
and during his stay. here should 
make an important contribution to 
the city’s musical experience. 


Horowitz in Kecital. 

Viadimir Horowitz, the prevail- 
ing tornado of the keyboard, gave 
his first solo recital in St. Louis at 
The Principia last night. The tiny 
hall was crowded, as might have 
been «xpected. and thrill-hunting 
ladies who had come all the way 
from Joplin, St. Joseph and other 
points west were turned away into 
the night for lack of seating space.
